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Congress sustains veto 
on the family leave bill

WASHINGTON — The House on 
Wednesday sustained President 
Bush’s veto of a bill guaranteeing un- 
paid family and medical leave for 
American workers, keeping intact 
the president’s perfect veto record 
but giving Democrats an issue for fall 
elections. 

The House voted 232-195 to over- 
ride Bush’s veto, falling 58 votes 
short of the required two-thirds ma- 
jority. Supporters lost five votes from 


- the bill’s original passage in May. 


Rep. Patricia Schroeder, D-Colo., 


. pointing to polls that show a large 


majority of Americans support the 
idea of a family leave, said it will be a 
campaign issue this fall. 

“We are not going to quit,” she 
said. “Once again, Washington has 
nothing for families but kind words.” 

But Republicans and some conser- 
vative Democrats defended Bush’s 
veto, saying the bill would be costly to 
businesses and hurt workers by pre- 
venting employers from offering 
other types of benefits.

Predecessor 
to gold calf 
discovered 
inlsraeli dig

ASHKELON, Israel — Archaeol- 
ogists excavating an ancient fortress- 
city have discovered a figurine they 
believe is a precursor to the biblical 
“Golden Calf’ that enraged Moses 
when he descended from Mount Sinai. 

The archaeologists said the tiny 
statue, which predates the biblical Is- 
raelites’ exodus from Egypt, sug- 
gested the Hebrews drew upon an 
ancient Canaanite tradition when 
they betrayed Moses by worshiping a 
pagan deity in his absence. 

“Hebrews came out of the Canaan- 
ite milieu,” said Laurence E. Stager, 
a Harvard University archaeologist. 
“This figurine shows the calf was a 
religious object in the area centuries 
before Moses.” 

Stager, who is in charge of the dig 
where the figurine was found, said it 
was discovered June 26 and that he 
and his colleagues have been working 
since then to date the figurine and 
establish its significance. 

The team has concluded that the 
bronze and silver figurine, 4!/2 inches 
high and 41/2 inches long, dates from 
the 16th century B.C., Stager added. 

It was discovered almost entirely 
intact with a shattered pottery vessel 
in the remains of a pagan temple ad- 
joining the gate of the ancient 
Canaanite port city of Ashkelon. The 
area is about 35 miles south of modern 
Tel Aviv. 

The calf’s parts were cast sepa- 
rately and joined together with metal 
pins. Stager said the legs are made of 
silver and the body of bronze. The 
statue was most probably burnished 
to look golden, he said. 

Stager said the calf was the first of 
its kind to be discovered. 

“There have been discoveries of 
similar figurines, but they date 300 
years later and were bulls, not 
calves.” He also said the Bible specifi- 
cally mentioned male calves. 

The worship of calf-figures is bit- 
terly condemned throughout the 
Bible and by various Hebrew 
prophets and judges. 

The best known case of Israelite 
idolatrous transgression is related in 
Exodus 82:1-6. 

After fleeing Egypt into the desert, 
the people of Israel fashion a “Golden 
Calf” in despair at the delay in Moses’ 
return from receiving the Ten Com- 
mandments from God on Mount Sinai. 

Moses, ordered by God to return 
and right his people’s sin, descends 
the mountain “and as soon as he came 
near the camp and saw the calf... (his) 
anger burned hot, and he threw the 
tablets ... and broke them at the foot 
of the mountain.” 

Stager said it was unclear if the 
famed “Golden Calf” was actually big- 
ger than the hand-sized figurine his 
team found.

In a show of support for Kuwait, the Pentagon 
announced Tuesday that U.S. warships and air- 
craft would hold a “short-notice exercise” 600 miles 
to the south in the Persian Gulf with a second small 
state, the United Arab Emirates. 

The Iraqi newspaper Al-Jumhuriva accused 
Kuwait of “implementing an American-Zionist plot 
to show that America is playing the role of protec- 
tor in the gulf.”

Voting to override 
were 194 Democrats and 38 Republi- 
cans. 

“This is a Pyrrhie victory for Presi- 
dent Bush,” said Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., one of the Senate 
sponsors of the bill. “He wins and the 


American families lose. This was a 
harsh, ideological, anti-family veto.” 

The bill would have required em- 
ployers — except those with fewer 
than 50 workers — to provide unpaid, 
job-protected leave of up to 12 weeks 
to workers who have new babies or 
family illness or other emergencies. 
Those in the highest-paid 10 percent 
within a company would have been 
exempted. 

Employers would have been re- 
quired to continue health insurance 
benefits for those on leave and restore 
returning employees to their previ- 
ous jobs or equivalent positions. 

Bush said he supported the concept 
but opposed the bill as imposing an 
onerous burden on employers. 

Business groups had strongly op- 
posed the measure and said they were 
confident of victory. 

Supporters argued the bill pro- 
vided nothing more than a minimal 
right — not a benefit — that already 
is available in most other industrial- 
ized nations. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn., 
said a new Senate version of the bill 
would be introduced this week.

New bike policy 
will limit cyclists

A policy to restrict bicycles to the 
outer perimeters of campus will be- 
gin Fall Semester 1990, said a Uni- 
versity Police captain. 

The policy is a response to safety 
concerns, Mike Harroun said. “Be- 
cause of the conflict between bicy- 
clists and pedestrians we have de- 
cided to adopt the new policy,” he 
said. 

In the past two years, 21 accidents 
involving bikes have been reported, 
said University Police Lieutenant 
Steve Baker. The bikes were not 
necessarily the cause. of the acci- 
dents, he said. 

“I definitely feel (the policy) will 
decrease bike accidents,” Baker 
said. 

Greg Barber, a University Police 
lieutenant, said the policy will also 
help cut down the number of bike 
thefts and help increase effective po- 
lice patrol. 


over campus makes it difficult to 
keep track of them (bikes), but by 
condensing bikes to key locations 
-we can increase patrol in those ar- 
eas, which should cut down on the 
number of bike thefts. 

“Placing bikes in key lots will 
also help eliminate abandoned 
bikes and long-term parking of 
bikes,” Barber said. 

Harroun said the bike racks next 
to every building on campus make 
it difficult for grounds crew to keep 
the campus aesthetically pleasing. 

In addition to the existing 
perimeter bike racks, four desig- 
nated bike lots will be built or aug- 
mented. 

The perimeter lots are located 
between the N. Eldon Tanner 
Building and the Faculty Office 
Building, the J. Ruben Clark Law 
Building parking lot, west of the 
Harvey Fletcher Building and the 
John A. Widstoe Building patio, 
Harroun said.

BYU students to face 
limited housing supply

BYU students looking for housing 
in Utah Valley will face a shortage 
this year compared to previous years, 
said the BYU Housing director. 

John Pace said there is just not 
enough housing available. In Fall 
Semester 1989, the single housing va- 
cancy rate was only 1.5 percent. How- 
ever, in the fall semesters between 
19838 and 1987, the vacancy rate for 
single housing was 10 percent. 

The scenario for married students 
is not any better, Pace said. The va- 
cancy rate for married housing in Fall 
Semester 1989 was 0.5 percent. In 
previous years, the vacancy rate was 
approximately 7 percent, he said. 

Jennifer Johns, manager of the 
Branbury Park apartment complex, 
said there are at least two renters in 
each apartment. 

“The Branbury Park complex is 90 
percent full, whereas, last year (at 
this same time), the complex was only 
65 percent full,” she said. 

Pace said, “One major reason for 
the shortage of housing is the lack of 
development going on within the 


county.” 

Utah County Commissioner Mal- 
colm Beck said it became apparent 
last winter that Utah County has a 
lack of housing for the broad category 
of people in the county. 

“There was a 1 percent vacancy 
rate in Utah County last year and a 
waiting list of 900 people,” Beck said. 

The Utah County Council of Gov- 
ernments organized the Utah Hous- 
ing Development Task Force two 
months ago to address the housing 
problem. 

The task force is made up of 21 
members from various occupations. 
The task force is divided into four sub- 
committees covering financing, alter- 
native housing, assisted subcommit- 
tee and zoning, and _ building 
regulation. 

The task force met Wednesday for 
the first time officially and the sub- 
committees suggested the following 
solutions to the housing problem: less 
stringent lending policies, looser zon- 
ing regulations, and assistance for 
the broad category of people. 

‘The task force will meet again in 
August to present more facts before 
the October deadline. 
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Senate formally denounces Durenberger 


WASHINGTON — The Senate formally denounced Sen. Dave Duren- 
berger on Wednesday for “knowingly and willfully” committing financial 
wrongdoing and ordered him to make restitution of up to $123,000 for money 
he received improperly. 

Durenberger, R-Minn., made no attempt to fight the vote to denounce him. 
In prepared remarks, he pledged to strive to become “first a better man and 
then a better senator.” 

Durenberger was disciplined for violating Senate speaking fee and gift 
limits, misleading the Senate on real estate transactions involving his Min- 
neapolis condominium and converting a campaign contribution to personal 
use. 

The somber judgment marked the 24th time in 201 years that the Senate 
disciplined one of its own. The vote was 96-0. 

Durenberger and fellow Minnesota Republican Rudy Boschwitz voted 

resent. 
! Sen. Howell Heflin, D-Ala., chairman of the Senate Ethics Committee, set 
the stage for the dramatic vote when he solemnly accused Durenberger, who 
watched from a front-row desk, of violating his public trust. 

Heflin said the evidence of misconduct “is clear and convincing and far more 
troubling than Sen. Durenberger’s admitted negligence, lack of wisdom or 
asserted misplaced reliance on others.” 


Senators scrutinizing campaign money 


WASHINGTON — Senate committee chairmen say they’ll keep tapping 
the flow of campaign contributions tied to industries they oversee — despite 
the rush by some legislators to turn back money linked to troubled savings 
and loans. 

A spot check of various committee heads turned up none willing to follow 
the lead of the Banking Committee’s Donald Riegle, who is forswearing 
campaign contributions from interest groups under his panel’s jurisdiction. 

Spokesmen for several chairmen said the senators screen individual contri- 
butions and return any that appear tainted. But none were ready to ban all 
contributions from one of their biggest sources of campaign dollars. 

Riegle, one of five senators whose links toa failed savings and loan are the 
subject of an ethics committee probe, last week announced he was giving the 
U.S. Treasury an amount equal to all contributions he has gotten and kept 
from S&L interests since 1983. 


Thousands apply for British citizenship 


HONG KONG — Tens of thousands of Hong Kong residents, worried 
about their future after China’s takeover in 1997, flooded the Immigration 
Department Wednesday, the last day to apply fora special plan to emigrate to 
Britain. 

More than 18,000 heads of households submitted applications for the na- 
tionality package by 12:30.a.m. Thursday when police clanged shut a portable 
gate 30 minutes after the scheduled deadline. 

At least 45,000 people, including children and other dependents, waited in 
line throughout the day and no one appeared to have been turned away, 
immigration officials said. 

The British nationality package will grant full British citizenship to 50,000 
families, or about 225,000 Hong Kong residents. 

Hong Kong is scheduled to return to Chinese control in 1997, ending 99 
years of British colonial rule. More than 1,000 people a week are emigrating 
from Hong Kong, mainly to Australia and Canada. 

Emigration this year is expected to increase at least 30 percent over last 
year when more than 42,000 people left. 


Tourists can pay with plastic in Vietnam 


BANGKOK, Thailand — Tourists can now use credit cards for the first 
time in Vietnam. 

The official Vietnam News Agency said Visa International credit cards 
have been accepted in Ho Chi Minh City since July 17 under an agreement 
between the Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank and the French Bank of External 
Commerce. 

The report, dated Tuesday, was seen in Bangkok on Wednesday. 

It said card holders can make payments in dollar equivalents at 12 places 
including major hotels, restaurants, shops and tourist centers. 

The report said steps were being taken to permit the card’s use in the 
capital, Hanoi, and in other cities.

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Reappearing leak delays Atlantis’ mission 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — NASA said Wednesday it would roll 
Atlantis back to the hangar to repair a hydrogen leak, making Columbia the 
next space shuttle to fly when it lifts off on an astronomy mission in early 
September. 

Experts had hoped Atlantis’ problem could be solved by simple launch pad 
repairs. But the leak reappeared during a test Wednesday and, after analyz- 
ing the data, engineers concluded they still didn’t fully understand the 
problem. 

“We were not able to fix it. We have learned more so we will roll back 
smarter,” said William Lenoir, head of NASA’s space flight program. 

Columbia is undergoing repairs for a hydrogen leak of a different sort and 
should be ready to move to the launch pad in early August, said shuttle 
director Robert Crippen. 

“We have every reason to believe that we have no more problems ahead of 
us on Columbia,” Lenoir said. 

NASA will attempt to launch Atlantis on its classified Pentagon flight in 
November, after the leak has been repaired.

The east parking lot will probably 
never be turned back into parking fa- 
cilities, even after construction on the 
new JSB is completed, Harroun said. 

“Chances are, we may never get 
those lots back (for parking),” Har- 
roun said. “This area has been desig- 
nated as a future building site. If and 
when that building will be built we do 
not know.” 

Michael Barton, a 23-year-old se- 
nior from La Canada, Calif., majoring 
in Spanish, was a resident of-one of 
the houses that was torn down for the 
construction of the parking lot. He 
said residents of the homes were in- 
formed in April that they would need 
to find a new place to live. 

“We were told that we would defi- 
nitely need to find a new place for Fall 
(Semester), but were also told that it 
would be wise to find somewhere else 
to live soon.as possible, since the fu- 
ture of the property was still uncer- 
tain,” Barton said. 

He said BYU handled the situation 
well, offering its services to the resi- 
dents in finding a new place to live, 
but residents were still not happy to 
leave because “we were living in 
houses at a good location.” 

Construction Project Coordinator 
Lon Wallace said the new lot is sched- 
uled to be completed by Sept. 6. 

BYU has approximately 16,000 
parking stalls now, including all ser- 
vice and housing stalls, Harroun said.

universities, sewer districts and 
school districts.

Cal Cazier from the Utah Depart- 
ment of Health who works with the 
childhood accidental injury preven- 
tion program said a study taken in 
1986 estimated more than 105,000 
children between the ages of zero and 
19 will be injured by fireworks. Na- 
tionally 44 percent of all people in- 
jured by fireworks are under the age 
of 15, with 700 of those being under 
the age of four. 

Hands, head, legs and eyes are the 
body parts most frequently injured, 
the study said. Thirty-two percent of 
all injuries are to the hands, which 
includes approximately 120 finger 
and thumb amputations. 

The study recommended parents 
not to allow their young children to 
play with fireworks under any cir- 
cumstances, 
should not play with sparklers unsu- 
pervised. 

“The sparkler, considered by many 
the ideal ‘safe’ firework for the young, 
burns at very high temperatures and 
can very easily ignite clothing,” the 
study said. 

During the 24th of July holiday, 
Mountain View Hospital’s emergency 
room reported it treated one child for 
firework injuries. 

The injury was caused by a 
sparkler which caught the 7-year-old 
child’s shirt on fire. 

Other cautions in the study said 
parents should read warning labels 
and instructions on fireworks before 
they are used. The study also said to 
always have a bucket of water nearby 
in case of an emergency. 

The clinical director of Rose Park 
Instacare, Carma Peters, said they 
treated one teen-ager with a firework 
burn during the pioneer holiday.

She 
said the hospital treated one patient 
with serious burns on the July Fourth 
holiday. 

Utah Valley Region Medical Cen- 
ter would not say exactly how many 
people they treated with fireworks- 
related injuries. However, Kathy 
Adamson, department manager of 
the emergency center, said it ap- 
peared the center treated fewer fire- 
works injuries this year than in past 
years.

feel good about their stay here,” Car- 
son said. 

Joseph Kerry, 22, a junior from 
Vincentown, N.J., majoring in politi- 
cal science and German, said his job as 
an elevator operator involves more 
than just pushing a button. 

“If you can have a smile on your 
face and greet people sincerely, then 
there is a friendship that you start to 
develop with the people, and I think 
that is important,” Kerry said. 

Carson said Guest Services has a 
staff of about 15 people. 

“They know what they’re doing,” 
she said. “ They’re good at it. They 
make people feel good about them- 
selves, and that’s what we want to 
haye happen.” 

Karla Gunnell, 20, ajunior from Lo- 
gan majoring in history, said, “Work- 
ing in the elevators has been really 
fun. I like it because you get to meet a 
lot of people from all over that are 
really fun to talk to. The youth can be 
pretty entertaining too,” she said. 

Carson said they decide the staffs 
hours by looking at the building ca- 
pacity, the number of people coming 
to campus and the different functions 
that are going on that week. 

“We like to have them working 
when there is a lot of traffic in the 
building because safety is one of our 
biggest concerns. When there is not 
much traffic, we try not to have them 
scheduled.” The operators work in 
two hour shifts, Carson said. 
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In response to the recent upheaval 
about student insurance hikes, the 
BYU Ombudsman Office would like 
to assist students at BYU in under- 
standing alternatives to the insurance 
and health care provided by the uni- 
versity. 

In a press conference Monday af- 
ternoon on the topic of the recent 
change in student insurance, R.J. 
Snow, vice president of Student Life, 
recommended that students “do their 
homework” and find out more about 
policies and premiums offered by 
other companies. 

We at the Ombudsman Office en- 
courage this also and will assist stu- 
dents as much as possible in learning 
about their alternatives. A series of 
articles appearing in the August 1990 
issue of Consumer Reports entitled, 
“The Crisis in Health Insurance,” 
provides some very helpful informa- 
tion to those considering an alterna- 
tive to the services offered at the uni- 
versity. 

Before beginning the search for the 
right health insurance company and 
policy, one should be advised that 
there are many different types of poli- 
cies available; some are good and oth- 
ers should be completely avoided. 

According to one of the articles in 
the series, there are three major 
types of health insurance on the mar- 
ket: Major-medical policies, Hospi- 
tal-surgical policies, and Hospital-in- 
demnity and dread-disease policies. 

Hospital-indemnity and dread-dis- 
ease policies are “the worst buys in 
health insurance,” according to the 
article, since they barely dent the to- 
tal cost of your hospitalization. 
“These policies are no substitute for 
comprehensive health coverage,” the 
article stated. “The price is low, but 
so are the benefits.” 

The best policies on the market are 
major-medical policies. At the end of 
the articles in Consumer Reports is a 
table of the top fifty major-medical 
policies provided by various compa- 
nies throughout the nation, with de- 
tails on their coverage and premiums. 

The table may prove helpful to those 
students who would like to become 
more familiar with the insurance mar- 
ket: before actually contacting an in- 
surance company. — 

Health Insurance is a major ex- 
pense, as the articles in Consumer 
Reports clearly point out. Most of the 
annual premiums offered by other 
companies are significantly higher 
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than those provided by BYU. 

Students should take the time to 
learn about the insurance policies on 
the market to see whether or not poli- 
cies available to local students may 
provide a good alternative to those 
offered by BYU. Any students who 
are aware of such policies can contact 
the BYU Ombudsman Office, 437 
ELWC, so that we might pass the 
information on to others. Copies of 
the articles in Consumer Reports are 
ialso located in the office. 
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
